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Warren Bypass May Be Sooner Than Expected

Construction of the proposed Route 6 Warren bypass may get 


under way sooner than expected, according to the State High, 
ways Department. 


Deputy Secretary Robert Rosser, speaking in Warren yesterday 


at a special meeting on highways, advised he had been instruct. 
eel by Robert G. Bartlett, secretary of highways, to speed up on 
the Warren bypass and that he had every intention of trying to 
accelerate the program. 


Rosier indicated the bypas^ might be placed under contract 


next year, Dirt at the same time he said time schedules change 
for various reasons through no fault of the Highways Depart. 
rnent. 


Preliminary plans are now in the hands of the Bureau of 


Public Roads for approval and once back in the hands of the 
engineers can go into the final design stage. 


William Troxell, district engineer, Franklin district, warned, 


however, that since the bypass would be involved with the rail. 
roads, delays may have to be faced since the department found 
it can't " move very fast?' in this direction. 


Troxell also noted a problem with the U.S. Corps of Engineers 


on a question of fill into the Allegheny River which will be re- 
quired for the Warren bypass. He said the Army had indicated 
unwillingness to cooperate and, since they had executive control 
of the river, would have to be dealt with. 


Rosser outlined highway projects scheduled for Warren County 


and a hoped^or time schedule, which, he stated, the department 
would make every effort to shorten. 


There were ten projects in all and not listed in order as to 


actual time. 
Rosser explained one might be ready for con. 


struction sooner than another and that work would immediately 
get under way. 


Projects named were: Route 957, west of Lottsville, survey 


completed for two-Jane highway, in final design stage, should 
get under way in about 14 months. Route 957, east of Lander, 
under construction; Route 62, Warren north to Russell, de- 
signed, section on new program, plan to negotiate a final 
design contract sometime in 1968.

Westmoreland Addresses 
Joint Congress Session

WASHINGTON—Gen. William 


C. Westmoreland roused Con- 
gress to cheers yesterday with 
a pledge that the American force 
he commands would "prevail 
iii Vietnam over the Communist 
aggression." 
Trim, 
starched and four, 


starred, the general told a joint 
session that the only strategy 
that could defeat the enemy 
was "one of unrelenting but 
discriminating 
military, po- 


litical and psychological pres- 
sure on his whole structure— 
at all levels." 


The phrase "but discriminat- 


ing" was not included in ad- 
vance texts of the speech. The 
insertion appeared to soften a 
sentence that might have been 
interpreted as a threat of furth- 
er escalation of the war in Viet- 
nam. 


General Westmoreland was 


the first battle commander ever 
to address 
Congress during 


hostilities. His appearance was 
interpreted as a bid by Presi- 
dent Johnson to enlist the gan- 
eral's military prestige in the 
Administration's struggle 
to 


maintain political support for 
the war. 


General 
Westmoreland did 


not, however, stress a major 
point of his speech on Monday 
to the American Newspaper 
Publishers 
Association —his 


belief that protests against the 
war in the United States en- 
couraged Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong to continue fighting. 


Nor did he mention the "un- 


patriotic acts at hcme" that 
lie had j"or<?i in the speech to 
the publishers. 


These remarks had produced 


charges that the Administration 
was using General Westmore- 
land lo stifle dissent, and are 
believed to have contributed to 
a surge of war criticism In the 
Senate this week. 


Yesterday, the general said 


only that "in evaluating the 
enemy strategy, it is evident 
to me that he believes our 
Achilles' heel Is our resolve." 
And 
he pointedly assured 


members 
of congress and 


others crowded into the House 
chambers that the Communists 
could not succeed "militarily" 
in Vietnam. 


"Backed at home by resolve, 


confidence, 
patience, deter- 


mination and continued support, 
we will prevail in Vietnam over 
the Communist aggression." 


At the conclusion of his re- 


marks, the general turned and 


saluted Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey and Speaker of 
the House John W. McCormack 
who occupied the rostrum be- 
hind him. 
Then he turned to 


salute the audience three times 
— right, left and center. 


At that the applause broke 


out again, new cheers rose, 
and as the general stood crisp-

settled back to our misery. Another ten minutes passed. 


Then the lead plane was sighted. Soon afterward the huge 


bulk of the C-46 came into view and started a wide circle 
that would position him for a run over our drop area. Then 
he vanished from our view. 


We next saw him as he came popping out of the Wolf Run 


valley at what seemed to be water level, his motors cut. The 
tail of the plane lowered and the discharge mixture of fish 
and water came pouring out in a spray.like tail that continued 
all the way as he crossed the reservoir. Then barely topping 
the mountain in front, the huge plane turned upstream to make 
the last two drops. 
Billy swung our boat under full power into the drop area, 


and Keen Buss and Shyrl Hook grabbed up their hand nets. 
All eyes searched the wind-tossed waters for any sign of the 
dropped fish. 
But the wind had carried the fish further upstream than we 


judged It was some time before Shyrl Hook spotted the first 
fingerling a dead one. Other dead fish spotted the check point 
for us, but by ttus time the live fish had swum bottomward 
and were not to be seen. 
Altogether some 12 or 15 dead fingerlings were found. Keen
